Born  in  Paris,  July  20,  1796;  died  February  23,  1875.  Was 
one  of  the  most  prominent  members  of  the  great  Barbizon 
School  of  painters.

Paris ;  the  Corcoran  Gallery,  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  in 
many  of  the  public  and  private  galleries  of  Europe  and 
America.

FRITZ  THAULOW  was  born  in  Christiania,  Norway.  He 
studied  first  at  the  Stockholm  Academy,  and  then  at  that  of 
Munich.  He  was  one  of  the  younger  painters  who  rebelled 
against  the  conventions  of  the  latter  academy,  and  he  went  to 
Paris,  where  in  1892  he  became  one  of  the  members  of  the 
newly  organized  Societe  Nationale  des  Beaux  Arts.  He  is 
a  member  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  and  is  popularly  known 
as  one  of  the  greatest  painters  of  running  water.

J.  C.  CAZIN,  a  famous  French  landscape  painter,  was  born 
at  Samers  in  1840.  He  studied  under  Lecoq  de  Boisbaudran 
and  went  to  England,  where  he  came  under  the  influence  of 
the  Pre-Raphaelite  school.  He  was  Vice-President  of  the 
National  Society  des  Beaux  Arts  and  was  created  Knight  of 
the  Legion  of  Honor  in  1882  and  an  officer  in  1889.  His 
landscapes  are  noted  for  their  luminosity  and  sentiment. 

He  died  in  1900  at  the  age  of  60  years.

Landscapes  by  E.  T.  Hurley 

MR.  HURLEY  is  a  decorator  of  the  famous  Rookwood 
Pottery,  whose  artistic  temperament  finds  recreation  in  the 
painting  of  American  landscapes.  His  spare  moments  have 
been  devoted  to  the  study  of  outdoor  nature,  until  he  has  be¬ 
come  primarily  a  landscape  painter  of  high  rank.  His  poetic 
temperament  causes  him  to  see  nature  in  her  most  dreamy 
and  interesting  moods.  His  style  is  individual,  and  his  por¬ 
trayal  of  atmosphere  is  strong.  One  can  feel  it  in  his  pic¬ 
tures.  Mr.  Hurley  has  pictures  in  many  of  the  private  col¬ 
lections  of  the  country.
